A out 1 5 divine Re ſemblance; in- 
ſomuch that the moſt deſpicable Crea- 
ture, even 4 Deg, a Tad, a Serpent, bears 
more of the Image of God than a drunł - 
en Man or Woman. For theſe Creatures, 
tho mean, are what God made them ry 
but a Perſon. overcome with Drink, is 
altogether, ualike.to,. and more contem- 
ptible than even the meaneſt Creature 
of God's making.
